You  just  pay  the  charges 
to  the  postman  at  your  door — often  much  cheaper 
than  by  express.  We  will  ship  all  plants  by  parcel 
post  unless  otherwise  instructed. 

Order  Now — Do  not  wait  until  you  are  ready  to 
plant.  Orders  sent  in  late  in  the  season  may  not  be 
filled.  Send  your  order  now.  It  will  be  carefully  filed 
until  you  want  it  shipped. 

Reserving  Orders — When  purchasers  wish  stock  to 
be  reserved,  they  must  pay  one-third  at  the  time  of 
ordering. 

Inspection — A  certificate  of  inspection  from  our 
state  Entomologist  and  state  Pathologist  will  be  at¬ 
tached  to  each  and  every  shipment  of  stock. 

Mistakes  sometimes  happen  and  we  do  not  hold 
ourselves  responsible  any  further  than  the  cost  price 
of  the  plants. 

Our  strawberry  plants  are  grown  on  first  Eel  Riv¬ 
er  bottom  land  and  cannot  be  excelled  anywhere. 

Our  central  location  makes  it  possible  to  deliver 
our  plants  from  12  to  18  hours  which  insures  fresh 
plants. 


IMPORT  ANT— READ  IT 

Our  plant  beds  are  all  mulched  with  straw  early  in 
the  Fall  this  is  indeed  very  important.  Exposure 
to  winter  winds  and  thawing  and  freezing  weather  is 
very  often  damaging  to  strawberry  plants,  just  like 
clover  and  alfalfa.  Don't  take  chances  on  poor 
plants;  it  doesn’t  pay.  We  take  our  plants  to  the 
packing  house  as  soon  as  dug.  Away  from  the  wind 
and  sun,  they  are  stripped  of  all  dead  leaves  and 
runners  and  are  tied  in  bunches  of  25,  and  when  you 
get  your  plants  they  are  fresh  and  clean.  Our  plants 
are  pure  and  true  to  name  and  free  from  disease. 

THE  DEMAND 

There  is  an  enormous  demand  in  all  the  markets 
of  the  country  for  strawberries.  It  has  been  stated 
by  a  leading  horticulturist  that  probably  a  car  load 
of  strawberries  is  consumed  today  in  the  United 
States  to  every  cultivated  strawberry  that  was  eaten 
one  hundred  years  ago.

The  berry  is  large,  strong  vitality 
and  very  attractive.  The  shape  is  long,  much  of  the 
shape  of  Haverland.  Will  keep  on  the  vines  after 
ripe  for  many  days.  You  hardly  ever  find  a  soft  berry 
in  picking.  Will  ship  long  distance  in  good  condition.

A  great 
plant  maker  and  must  be  thinned  to  keep  from  get¬ 
ting  too  thick  in  the  row.  Plant  them — We  do!  Me¬ 
dium  early.  Self  fertilizer.

Perfect  blossom;  Self  Fertilizing.  We  wish  that  it 
might  be  possible  to  talk  to  you  personally  about 
this  new  everbearing  strawberry,  the  only  commer¬ 
cial  everbearer  under  cultivation  today.

BIG  LATE 

Big  late  is  our  new  variety  and  is  becoming  very 
popular.  They  are  hardy  and  prolific.  The  plants 
are  large  and  stocky,  having  large  fruit  stems,  large 
leaves  and  grows  very  tall  and  erect,  making  culti¬ 
vation  very  easy. 

The  fruit  is  very  large  and  attractive,  having  sup¬ 
erior  quality  and  color.  Many  Big  Late  will  be 
planted  in  this  section  this  spring.  One  row  of  Pre¬ 
mier  or  Aroma  should  be  planted  after  every  fourth 
row  of  B’g  Late. 


HARVEST  KING 

The  originator  of  this  contends  that  this  plant 
will  out  yield  Premier  and  other  well  known  varie¬ 
ties.  We  want  our  customers  to  try  them.  We  have 
never  fruited  this  variety  yet,  but  there  has  been 
much  claimed  for  them.  We  are  increasing  our 
acreage  of  them,  for  they  are  a  very  promising  var¬ 
iety. 


LATHAM  RED  RASPBERRY 

Latham  is  king  of  the  red  raspberries.  The  fruit 
is  large,  firm  and  of  superior  quality,  making  an 
order  of  these  plants  worth  while.

If  you 
want  a  big  berry,  plant  Cooper.  Easy  to  grow,  large 
stocky  plants,  exceptionally  heavy  foilage,  ripens  in 
midseason.  We  have  never  had  enough  of  the  plants 
to  fill  orders.  Self  fertilizer. 

THE  CULTIVATION  OF  STRAWBERRIES 

What  kind  of  soil  is  best  for  strawberries?  This 
question  is  asked  so  often  that  it  may  be  well  to  set 
down  a  few  facts  about  culture. 

It  does  not  matter  so  much  what  kind  of  soil  is 
used  as  long  as  it  is  not  muck  land;  the  soil  must 
be  well  drained.  Any  soil  that  will  grow  potatoes 
will  grow  a  good  crop  of  strawberries.  Select  a  plot 
that  has  been  planted  in  corn  or  potatoes.  This 
should  be  plowed  as  early  as  possible  in  the  spring, 
working  the  ground  down  fine  as  a  garden  by  the 
use  of  a  drag.  The  ground  should  be  firm.  Use  the 
corn  planter  to  mark  rows,  if  it  has  a  fertilizer  at¬ 
tachment  put  100  pounds  of  good  plant  fertilizer  to 
the  acre. 

Set  the  plants  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  18  inches 
apart,  by  means  of  a  garden  spade.  Push  the  spade 
into  the  ground,  forward  and  back,  take  it  out  and 
set  the  plant  in  the  corner  of  the  opening.  Two  per¬ 
sons  are  needed  to  set  plants  with  a  spade.  Too 
much  care  cannot  be  taken  in  setting  plants  ,they 
must  be  set  firmly  in  the  soil. 

After  the  plants  are  set  they  should  be  cultivated 
with  a  fine  toothed  cultivator. 

If  the  ground  is  too  wet  for  setting  plants,  keep 
them  in  a  cool  place  and  see  that  the  roots  are  kept 
moist  until  the  ground  is  ready. 

If  you  have  one-half  of  an  acre  or  more,  use  a 
corn  planter  with  a  fertilizer  attachment.  The  plant¬ 
er  wheels  mark  off  the  ground  into  rows  properly 
spaced  for  the  setting  of  strawberry  plants.  The 
planter  also  serves  another  purpose  by  pulverizing 
and  packing  the  soil  which  further  aids  the  success¬ 
ful  setting  of  plants. 

Precaution  should  be  used  in  the  selection  of  fer¬ 
tilizer.  We  use  Buhners  Butylizer  made  at  Seymour, 
Indiana— 100  to  150  pounds  can  be  used  per  acre. 
This  will  give  wonderful  results.  The  analysis  is  5- 
10-5  and  contains  not  less  than  5.0  per  cent  of  total 
nitrogen,  10.0  per  cent  of  coluble  and  reverted  phos¬ 
phoric  acid,  0.0  per  cent  of  insoluble  phosphoric 
acid,  5.0  per  cent  potash,  soluble  in  water. 


All  plants  listed  in  this  catalogue  are  self  palonin- 
izing  except  Big  Late.
